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Saturday. President Roosevelt af- 
lixed his signature to the new neu- 
trality bill, and the measure became 
a law. By this ingenious act the 
United States not only strengthens 
its present neutral position but al 
so aids the Allied cause, which she 
openly favors. Our neutrality is more 
secure because our ships are no 
longer permitted to carry passengers 
or goods into the danger zone as 
they were m the past, but arc con- 
fined to trading in the south At- 
lantic, the Pacilic. and the Medi- 
terranean. This will prevent anoth- 
er City of Flint incident. At the 
same time we will be aiding the 
Franco British front by selling them 
all the arms and supplies which they 
care to purchase in this ccuntry 
provided that they make payment 
in cash and transport the cargoes 
in their own ships
